Sev eral th o u san d y ears ago , wh ite th e 
regio n wh ich is n o w o ccu p ied by th e States 
Ken tu ck y , Oh io , In dian a an d Illin o is, were 
p ractically a lev el p lain , th e waters o f 
p recip itatio n flo wed o v er th e su rface man y 
miles in width , slo wly p erco latin g th ro u gh 
th e fo rest debris to its fin al o u tlet, th e 
o cean , wh ich th ey reach ed after mo n th s o f 
silen t mo tio n , th ro u gh to rtu o u s p assages, 
o bstru cted by den se fo rest 
gro w th s. 
In th e co u rse o f ages o n e ch an n el was 
deep en ed an d en larged, drawin g to th is 
lo wer lev el th e waters fro m bo th sides o f 
th e stream an d fo rmin g th e p resen t bed o f 
th e Oh io riv er, with its th o u san ds o f tribu ­ 
taries. 
Th e u p h eav al o f th e Cu mberlan d an d 
Allegh en y mo u n tain sy stems defin ed th e 
area o f th e Oh io water sh ed an d gav e a 
greater slo p e to th e Oh io v alley , with a 
swifter cu rren t in th e riv er bed, th u s h ast­ 
en in g th e p ro cess o f drain age. 


THE GEOLOGICAL FORMATION 


Of th e Oh io v alley is fo r th e mo st p art o f 
sh elley , stratified lime sto n e, o v er wh ich 
clay s o f v ario u s k in ds are laid. 
Th ese 
clay s were easily ero ded an d th e riv er 
ch an n el cu t th ro u gh th em a breadth o f 
th ree o r mo re miles. 
Th e limesto n e v aries greatly in degree 
o f h ardn ess, in so me lo calities bein g o f th e 
den sity o f marble, wh ile elsewh ere it is 
so ft, filled with marin e sh ells an d easily 
disin tegrated by th e elemen ts. 
Th u s th e rap id flo w o f a p o werfu l riv er 
h as wo rn away th e so fter p o rtio n o f th e 
ro ck s, carried away an d gro u n d to p ieces 
th e th in strata o f limesto n e, ch an gin g its 
directio n with freq u en cy as h arder o r so f­ 
ter ro ck s were en co u n tered, an d fo rmed a 
v alley fro m o n e to th ree miles wide, with 
h igh abru p t h ills o n eith er sh o re. 
Obstru ctio n s, su ch as ledges o f 
ro ck , 
fo rmin g ch ain s o f lak es, o ccu rred th ro u gh 
its co u rse, in th e bo tto ms o f wh ich were 
dep o sited th ick beds o f grav el an d san d, 
bu t ev en tu ally sweep in g away all o bstru c­ 
tio n s, th e p resen t bed an d ch an n el h as 
been cu t th ro u gh . 
Ju st as th e Oh io h as cu t its way fiv e 
h u n dred feet in dep th , belo w th e su rro u n d­ 
in g h ills, so each o f its n u mero u s tribu ­ 
taries h as deep en ed its bed in a co rre­ 
sp o n din g man n er an d similar co n ditio n s 
¿x ist alo n g th e co u rse o f each stream. 
So me o f th ese riv ers are v ery lo jig, tra­ 
v ersin g sev eral States o n th eir way fro m 
th e mo u n tain su mmits to th e mo re lev el 
p lain o f th e Oh io v alley . 
On sev eral o f th e streams are regu lar 
lin es o f steambo ats, wh ile co al, timber an d 
min erals are tran sp o rted o n th eir waters. 
So me h av e su ch fall an d irregu lar flo w 
th at dams an d lo ck s with slack water 
n av igatio n is fo u n d n ecessary an d p racti­ 
cal, alth o u gh th e greater n u mber are o f 
lesser dep th , h av in g in su fficien t water to 
be o f imp o rtan ce to co mmerce. Yet all o f 
th e streams h av e been u tilized to flo at o u t 
th e lo gs an d timbers fro m th e mo u n tain 
fo rests. 


THE FALLS OF THE OHIO. 


We n o w fin d at th e Falls o f th e Oh io a 
v ery so lid fo rmatio n o f h y drau lic lime­ 
sto n e, ex ten din g en tirely acro ss th e riv er 
bed, an d fo r miles to n o rth ward th e cemen t 
ro ck may be traced, q u arries bein g o p erat­ 
ed fo r th e man u factu re o f h y drau lic 
cemen t. 
Th is o bstru ctio n to th e riv er’s flo w ex ­ 
ten ds two miles alo n g th e stream an d h as 
resisted 
th e p o wer o f 
th e v ery swiftly 
flo win g riv er fo r th o u san ds o f y ears. 
A fall o f twen ty -th ree feet in th e two 
miles, with a sligh t dep ressio n alo n g th e 
n o rth sh o re, fo rms a to rtu o u s ch an n el 
th ro u gh wh ich th e water p o u rs as a mill 
race at all seaso n s. 
Fo rmerly a few darin g p ilo ts wh o h ad 
familiarized th emselv es with th e in tricate 
ch an n el o f th e Falls, safely co n du cted 
steambo ats an d flatbo ats o v er th e falls. 
Bu t so great was th e dan ger an d risk , an d 
so freq u en tly was th e dep th o f water in ­ 
su fficien t, th at th e go v ern men t co n stru cted 
a can al aro u n d th is dan gero u s o bstru ctio n , 
an d ex cep tin g at q u ite h igh water, a ma­ 
jo rity o f water craft mak e u se o f th is 
can al. 


MANY BARS AND SHOALS. 


Usu ally th ro u gh o u t th e v alley th ere are 
bro ad sh eets o f water o f v ary in g dep th , 
h av in g a slu ggish flo w, altern atin g with 
sh arp swift cu rren ts, wh ere th e en tire bo dy 
o f water is co n fin ed to a n arro w p assage 
by n atu ral o bstru ctio n s o f ju ttin g lime­ 
sto n e ledges, to o h ard fo r th e cu rren t to 
remo v e. Sev eral o f th ese ledges h av e been 
su p p lemen ted, by th e Un ited States en gin ­ 
eers, with win g dams to co n cen trate th e 
bo dy o f water du rin g lo west stages o f th e 


riv er, an d th u s temp o rarily deep en th e 
water at su ch p o in ts by sco u rin g o u t th e 
grav el at th e bo tto m. 
In v ariably wh ere th ese ro ck ledges o c­ 
cu r th ere is an ex ten siv e accu mu latio n o f 
ro ck s, bo u lders, san d, lo gs an d drift, so lid­ 
ly co mp acted by th e weigh t an d fo rce o f 
th e water.

Th ese bars are u su ally fo u n d belo w th e 
o bstru ctin g ledge alth o u gh in p laces th ey 
ex ten d fo r a mile o r mo re abo v e sis well as 
belo w th e o bstru ctio n , bu t th e eddy cau sed 
by th e ledge co n tribu tes to th e dep o sit o f 
grav el 
Th e bed o f th e Oh io is fro m o n e-h alf 
mile to a mile in width . 
Wh en th e riv er rises an d fills th e bed, th e 
ban k s bein g so ften ed by co n tin u o u s rain s 
as well, th e stro n g cu rren t u n dermin es th e 
ban k s an d cau se th em to cav e in to th e 
riv er, an d th ey are swep t away . 
Large 
farms h av e th u s been lo st. 
Th e riv er bed is n arro wed in p laces by 
th e bo rderin g h ills o f so lid lo ck co n fin in g 
th e water to a n aro w flo w, alth o u gh as a 
ru le th e cu rren t flo ws h ard by th e h ills o f 
o n e sh o re wh ile o n th e o p p o site side ex ists 
a tract o f lev el bo tto m lan d o f greater o r 
less ex ten t. 
Altern atin g 
with th is, th e 
riv er mak es a ben d, cu ts acro ss to th e 
h ills o n th e o th er sh o re, th e bo tto m lan ds 
n o w bein g u p o n th e rev erse side. 
Th u s 
with ev ery ch an ge o f directio n th e h ills are 
h u gged clo sely o u o n e side, wh ile farm 
lan ds o ccu p y th e bo tto m o p p o site.

It ev en receiv es so me water fro m Westem 


Mary lan d, an d so me fro m No rth east Mis­ 
sissip p i, th u s co v erin g in wh o le o r in p art 
fo u rteen States o f th e Un io n . 
A rain fall o f two in ch es, wh ich is n o t 
u n co mmo n th ro u gh o u t th is great territo ry , 
wo u ld be eq u iv alen t to a co lu mn o f water 
o n e mile sq u are an d fo u r miles in h igh t 
wh ile a p ro tracted rain co n tin u in g fo r sev ­ 
eral week s, o ften with th is 
q u an tity o f 
p recip itatio n almo st ev ery day , creates a 
flo o d in th e Oh io riv er wh ich th e n atu ral 
bed h as n o t cap acity to acco mmo date an d 
it rises h igh er an d h igh er, co v erin g th e lo w 
ly in g bo tto m lan ds an d in ex treme cases 
fo rcin g th e cu rren t back in man y tribu taries 
o v erflo win g th eir ban k s an d 
su bmergin g 
v ast areas o f farm lan ds 
all alo n g th e 
co u rse o f th e stream. 
Wh en to th is gen eral p recip itatio n bv er 
so great an area th ere h as been an accu m- 
mu latio n o f sn o w wrh ich th e rise in temp er­ 
atu re carries o ff with great rap idity , th e 
flo o d damage to cities an d to wn s an d to 
farm cro p s is v ery great. 
Th e p erp en dicu lar rise in th e Oh io riv er 
at Cin cin n ati h as 
reach ed th e 
h igh t o f 
sev en ty -o n e feet abo v e th e lo w water stage 
o f a few week s befo re. On su ch o ccasio n s 
th e lo ss o f life an d p ro p erty is large an d 
great distress resu lts. 
By referen ce to

fo rmer issu es o f Arbo ricu ltu re th e reader 
will h av e a grap h ic sto ry o f th e Oh io Riv er 
in time o f flo o d. 
Wh ere a mo n th p rev io u s n av igatio n h ad 
been su sp en ded by reaso n o f scan t water, 
p eo p le wadin g acro ss th e Oh io an d wago n s 
cro ssin g with lo ads o f go o ds we n o w see a 
su sp en sio n o f n av igatio n fro m to o mu ch 
water, th e bridges n o t allo win g bo ats to 
p ass u n dern eath , wh ile th e wav es fro m 
th eir p addle wh eels beco me a men ace to 
dwellin gs an d o th er bu ildin gs wh ich are 
p artly su bmerged, an d so , dan gero u s to 
farm p ro p erty all alo n g th e sh o re. 
Besides, th e lan din gs are su bmerged an d 
bu t few p laces lemain wh ere bo ats can 
leach th e sh o res to receiv e o r disch arge 
freigh ts an d p assen gers. 
On each recu rren ce o f th ese disastro u s 
flo o ds th e go v ern men t an d a gen ero u s p u b­ 
lic are called u p o n fo r co n tribu tio n s to re­ 
liev e th e th o u san ds wh o h av e lo st h o mes, 
p ro p erty an d a li\in g, an d wh o are at su ch 
times destitu te.

Sin ce by th e agen cy o f flo win g water 
alo n e th e deep bed o f th e Oh io riv er h as 
been cu t th ro u gh th e ro ck s, an d th is v ast 
q u an tity o f material tran sp o rted to th e 
delta o f th e Mississip p i an d gu lf o f Mex ico , 
>.» th e o n ly feasible p lan o f regu latin g th e 
dep th o f water in th e Oh io is to co n cen trate 
th e en tire flo w o f water du rin g v ery lo w ’ 
tide by lo werin g th e bed o f th e riv er still 
deep er, an d th u s deep en in g th e ch an n el. 
Th is sh o u ld be acco mp lish ed by dredgin g 
o u t th e lo o se materials, in sh allo w lo cali­ 
ties, an d blastin g away th e h ard ledges o f 
limesto n e to fo rm a can al su fficien t to 
carry th e lo w water v o lu me wh ich wo u ld 
co n tin u o u sly sco u r o u t th e ch an n el dep th 
du rin g th e lo west stage o f water. Aidin g 
n atu re, in stead o f o p p o sin g n atu re’s laws, 
will gradu ally deep en th e en tire riv er so as 
to min imize th e diasters o f flo o d time.

Owin g to th e u n certain ty o f p ro mp t ar­ 
riv al by steambo at lin es o n Western 
waters, th e slo w sp eed an d greater distan ce 
fo llo win g th e v ario u s mean derin gs o f th e 
riv er, th e p assen ger traffic h as ceased al­ 
mo st en tirely , ex cep t fo r th o se wh o se resi­ 
den ce is n ear so me riv er an d distan t fro m 
railway co mmu n icatio n . 
Yet th ere is mu ch h eav y an d bu lk y 
freigh t, wh ich it is desirable to tran sp o rt 
by th e slo wer water bo ats. 
Often in win ter riv er n av igatio n is su s­ 
p en ded fo r lo n g p erio ds by ice flo atin g in 
th e stream o r th e su rface fro zen co mp lete­ 
ly . Th is is a serio u s in co n v en ien ce to th e 
bu sin ess wo rld, at wh ich times railway s 
mu st be th e main relian ce.

Du rin g th is p erio d th e co mmercial 
in terests were all cen tered u p o n th e p rin ­ 
cip al streams. 
In Cin cin n ati, Lo u isv ille, 
St. Lo u is an d o th er cities, th e riv er lan d­ 
in g was th e imp o rtan t p o in t. Ho tels, mer­ 
can tile h o u ses, an d ev ery in terest was im­ 


mediately u p o n th e riv er ban k . 
No cities 
o f n o te were lo cated in th e in terio r.

In terio r cities h av e been

Year after y ear su bstantial embank­ 
ments hav e been erected , forming lev ees 
on both shores of the lower Mississippi and 
its Sou thern tribu taries, which are many 
feet higher 
than the su rrou nd ing 
farm 
land s. The v olu me of water flowing in low 
tid e as well as in flood tid e, is well known. 
The v elocity of abou t fiv e miles an hou r 
has also been d etermined . The capacity of 
the bed or water way , inclu d ing the high 
walls of the lev ees, is a m atter of cer­ 
tainty . 
Now if the United States engineers insist 
u pon placing d ams and obstru ctions in the 
riv er bottom to control the cu rrent in low 
water, instead of d red ging ou t and lower­ 


ing the bottom, it means ju st so mu ch ad d ­ 
ed to the hight of tbu lev ees or else an 
ov erflow. 


Crev asses are of frequ ent oceu rrance, 
becau se the riv er becomes filled with silt 
or obstru cted by too mu ch engineer work in 
form of d ams, which raises the su rface of 
the water bey ond the point of safety . 
Ilere, as in the Ohio riv er, the tru e 
theory is to u se the d red ge freely and con­ 
stantly , d eepen the channel at the bars and 
shallow places, encou raging the swift cu r­ 
rent so concentrated 
to wash 
ou t the 
d eeper channel, and in time the ex pensiv e 
lev ee elev ation will become u nnecessary . 
Ev ery tax pay er in the lev ee d istricts of 
Arkansas, 
Tennessee, 
Mississippi 
and 
Lou isiana well knows how ex pensiv e these 
lev ees are. 
The gov ernment has been v ery d ilatory 
abou t remov ing snags from the Mississippi 
riv er, which are not only a menace to the 
safe nav igation of the riv er, bu t each tree, 
su nken log and similar obstru ctions fastens 
the sed iment and helps to form a grav el 
bar, which raises the bed and necessarily 
lifts the su rface of the water, requ iring 
ad d itional hight of lev ee walls to confine 
the w ater to its proper channel. 
Du ring the period when heav y forests 
lined 
the Mississippi, large 
areas were 
precipitated into the riv er, as the cu rrent 
u nd ermined the banks, large trees were 
thu s carried d own the stream. 
The roots, 


heav ily laden with mud, or if old and dead, J 
one portion w ater soaked , formed “saw- j 
v ers,” 
which, agitated by the 
whirling, 
lu shing water, raised and fell, mostly su b-

Washing ton, J an. 30.—That the g ov ­ 
ernment’s inv estig ation into the pub 
Heation of alleg ed libelous articles in 
the New York World and the Indian­ 
apolis News, in connection with the 
purchase of the Panama canal, has 
about reached a focus was made ev i­ 
dent when it became known that Unit­ 
ed States District Attorney Stimson, 
for the southern district of New York, 
was a party to important conferences 
at the White House and at the depart­ 
ment of justice. 
These conferences g av e rise to v ari­ 
ous ru mors in reg ard to the inquiry . 
One of these was to the effect that the 
libel ca se in New York so far as the 
federal g bv ernment is concerned would 
be abandoned and would be taken up 
by District Attorney J erome in the 
New York sta te courts. 
Another had it that Doug las Robin­ 
son, President Roosev elt’s brother-in- 
law, practically had decided to become 
one of the complaining witnesses in 
the case, both in New York and in the 
district courts here. 
The parties to 
the conferences declined absolutely to 
discuss the case in any way . 
Hence 
the correctness of any of these rumors 
could not be established. 
The most important la te dev elop­ 
ment before the federal g rand jury 
was the refusal of J . Ang us Shaw, 
secretary -treasurer of the Press Pub­ 
lishing company , 
publishers of the 
World, to testify , because he mig ht 
Incriminate himself. This phase of the 
ca se will be determined by J ustice 
Gould in criminal court on Monday 
morning nex t. 


London, J an. 30.—A special dispatch

here from 
San 
Sebastian, 
Spain, say s that a terrible earthquake 
has dev astated sev eral towns and v il­ 
lag es in south and southeastern Spain. 
A tidal wav e partially submerg ed the 
coa st near Barcelona and a g reat land­ 
slide at Ceuta buried the v illa g e of Ro- 
mara and sev eral hundred inhabitants. 
A dispatch from Tarrassa sa y s that 
Barcelona has been ov erwhelmed by a 
tidal wav e. 
The loss of life is un­ 
known. Subterranean roaring s preced­ 
ed the tidal wav e, causing a fearful 
panic among the people on the prom­ 
enades and in the building s of the 
city . 


Tarrassa, whence comes the report 
of a g reat tidal wav e a t Barcelona, is 
fifteen miles distant from the latter 
city . 
Barcelona is the second larg est 
city in Spain, situated on the Mediter­ 
ranean, in the southeastern part of the 
country . 
It has a population of 450,- 
000 . 
Murcia, where the shock is also re­ 
ported to hav e been felt, is in south­ 
eastern Spain, a short distance inland 
from the Mediterranean coast. 
Mal­ 
ag a, where a shock was also reported, 
is in the ex treme southern part of 
Spain 
on 
the 
Mediterranean 
coast. 
The meag er adv ices thus far receiv ed 
Indicate that the earthquake was felt 
along the entire Mediterranean coast.
